Applicants received a Notice of Abandonment in the above-identified 
application dated September 24, 2002 for failure to timely pay the 
required issue fee within the statutory period of three months from the 
mailing date of the Notice of Allowance, dated May 16, 2002. 

In response to the above-mentioned Notice of Abandonment applicants 
filed a Petition under 37 C.F.R. 1.8(b) on October 9, 2002 stating that the 
issue fee was timely paid on August 16, 2002. Copies of applicants' 
submission of August 16, 2002 were included with the petition. 

A review of the file during counsel's recent inventory revealed that no 
decision to our Petition under 37 C.F.R. 1.8(b), filed October 9, 2002, has 
been received up to date.
